VETERINARY HEALTH INSURANCE 

My 11 year old Golder Retriever was diagnosed with cancer last 
year. I took him to the Veterinary Hospital at Tufts where I learned 
that chemotherapy could potentially extend his life for almost 9 
months. When I was told that the cost would approach $3,000, 1 
had to choose less expensive and less effective treatments. Is there 
health insurance for pets? 

Yes. There are currently three companies offering health in- 
surance for dogs and cats. The cost is between $200-$300 per 
pet per year. The company that I recommend is Veterinary 
Pet Insurance (VPI) 1 800 USA-PETS) as they have been 
around the longest. The most expensive policies will cover 
annual healthy pet visits. The amount of coverage per ill- 
ness varies with the policy however, 50-90% of your ex- 
penses would have been covered. There is a $40. co-pay- 
ment per illness. After paying the bill, you submit it to the 
insurance company for reimbursement. Accidents and se- 
vere illness happen to almost every pet at some point in 
their life. Having the peace of mind knowing that you will 
be able to afford the most recent advances in veterinary 
medical technology is very comforting.

L PARKING: 

Two (2) to three (3) days prior to an impending hurricane, the following parking ban will take effect no parking both sides of 
North Street, between Church Street and Water Street; no parking both sides of Water Street and Main Street, between 
North Street and Route 6. No parking signs will be posted by the Mattapoisett Police Department (see attached map) 

IL TRAFFIC FLOW: 

1 . All traffic along Water and Main Streets will flow one way, from North Street to Church Street, in a northwesterly direction. 
All side streets will be barricaded, (see #2) 

2. The following streets will be barricaded to traffic at Church Street: Mechanic Street, Cannon Street, Peart Street and 
Barstow Street. 

3. Ned's Point Road will be closed from Holly Lane to the water. Any person needing to get to the Mattapoisett Boat Yard 
must park elsewhere and walk to the boat yard. 

III. WHARF/TOWN LANDING: 

1 . Access to wharf will be limited to emergency personnel and vehicles hauling boat trailers. No other vehicles will be 
allowed on the wharf.

O. Starring Mekhi Phifer and Julia Stiles. 
Directed by Tim Blake Nelson. Running 
time: 91 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At 
Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall. 

It's probably best to think of O as a teen melodrama inspired 
by Shakespeare's Othello — much as we view West Side Story as a 
riff on Romeo and Juliet — and not as a re-interpretation. To me, if 
you're not speaking Shakespeare's language, you're not really 
doing the play. Shakespeare has been transmogrified so many 
times, though, that it seems senseless to object to a teen movie that 
uses Othello's basic narrative spine (nobody complained very 
much about Ten Things I Hate About You, which borrowed The 
Taming of the Shrew). 

Those who love Othello probably won't tolerate O, directed 
by Tim Blake Nelson and written by Brad Kaay a. Those who don't 
feel one way or the other about the play or who don't care for it 
— I myself consider it probably the most mechanistic tragedy of 
Shakespeare's peak period — should settle in for a cleanly directed, 
passionately acted film about a prep-school basketball star, his 
supportive girlfriend, his duplicitous teammate, and a telltale 
handkerchief. As a modern-dress Othello riff, too, it beats the hell 
out of the Richard Gere- Andy Garcia cop thriller Internal Affairs 
(forgot about that one, didn't you?). 

Odin Jones (Mekhi Phifer), the star hoop playa in question, 
is beloved and respected by everyone — so beloved, in fact, that 
even a drug dealer hesitates to sell to him. The one notable 
exception, naturally, is Hugo (Josh Hartnett), Odin's teammate, 
who gets overlooked (unlike Iago) not once but twice — Hugo's 
own dad (Martin Sheen) is the team's coach, who publicly says he 
loves Odin like his own son, and Odin shares his MVP award with 
another player, Michael (Andrew Keegan), the movie's Cassio. So 
Hugo conspires to make Odin believe that the fair Desi (Julia 
Stiles), Odin's true love, is making the beast with two backs with 
someone else's back. 

Tim Blake Nelson is an actor himself (you may have seen him 
in O Brother, Where Art Thou? playing back-up hick for George 
Clooney and John Turturro), and he's a fine actor's director, 




drawing out long, quiet scenes in which his cast can both relax 
and coil up. I particularly liked an early bed scene between Odin 
and Desi, both shirtless but chastely cloaked from the camera, as 
they tease one another; Phifer and Stiles build an erotic rhythm 
out of nothing but a few shared jokes. You may believe in their 
love moreso than you've believed it between Othello and 
Desdemona in most previous Othello films. Nelson also actually 
gets a performance out of Josh Hartnett, whose pinched poutiness 
for once works for him as the resentful Hugo. No longer acting 
out of "motiveless malignancy," Hugo isn't the baffling evil 
puppetmaster Iago was, but Hartnett underplays his hand and 
keeps steady. 

Nelson gets a little fancy at times, with repeated "O" visual 
motifs and recurring images of hawks and doves, but then he'll 
also pull out a great set-up like an extended, quiet discussion 
between Hugo and his father, filmed in one long take from 
outside a window, in which Hugo is the only one visible. And 
Julia Stiles, completing her neo-Shakespeare trilogy (after Ten 
Things I Hate About You and last year's Hamlet), continues to be 
well worth watching. A natural, laid-back actress, she makes her 
lines sound like a bemused shrug, so when she's moved to anger 
— here, asmall, amazing outburstwhenOdinbringshis suspicions 
to her — it counts for something. Like most everyone else in the 
film (even Martin Sheen turns the volume down whennecessary ), 
Stiles comes up under the story rather than going over the top, 
which has been a mistake in some renditions of Othello. The movie 
is classy and dead serious, but it may not meet with the approval 
of either Shakespeare die-hards or teen audiences. For the rest of 
us, though, it works.

A great voice was silenced on September 3; it took 
death to silence that voice, because nothing or nobody else 
could do it. Pauline Kael, who reviewed movies for The 
New Yorker from 1967 to 1991, has died at 82 after ten years 
of retirement from regular criticism, during which she still 
didn't keep quiet. Every now and then, an interviewer 
would contact her, and she'd end up slashing a handful of 
current films (Forrest Gump, Titanic, Eyes Wide Shut) she 
never got the chance to bash in print, or praising other films 
(Vanya on 42nd Street, Chasing Amy, The Fisher King) she 
never got to rhapsodize about in "The Current Cinema." 

Kael was bullheaded and direct. She liked what she 
liked, she hated what she hated, and she didn't hesitate to 
tell you. Early in her reviewing career, she recognized 
talent that no one else did — Scorsese, De Palma, Altman, 
Peckinpah. At the same time, she didn't go easy on those 
directors when they made a film that disappointed her; if 
anything, her disappointment was greater — she would 
much rather have been writing about something amazing 
than shaking her head in sorrow over a dud. 

If there seemed to be little middle ground for Kael — 
a film was either a masterpiece or garbage — that's only 
because her passages of ecstatic praise or withering scorn 
stand out more in memory. There were many middling 
films she tried dutifully to find something good in — 
something to write about. You very rarely catch Kael 
writing something like "This is okay for what it is." If a film 
didn't move her either way — joy or wrath — there wasn't 
much point in discussing it. 

Kael's forcefully expressed opinions won her an avid 
readership, but also a good number of enemies . Her lengthy 
piece on Citizen Kane, in which she dared to suggest that 
screenwriter Herman J. Mankiewicz had at least as much to 
do with the great American movie as Orson Welles did, 
drew fire from people who thought she was dumping on 
Welles (she wasn't; she was merely sticking up for the 
writer, an act that was and still is heretical among adherents 
to the auteur theory). 

I own Kael's collected writings, and for me her peak 
was the '70s, when she was excited by one movie after 
another. The '80s brought boredom, and by February 1991, 
when she resigned from The New Yorker, the movies just 
weren't sustaining her energy any more. Her last original 
collection, Movie Love, is a slim volume of reviews covering 
mostly dull films; yet even in this low-wattage book you 
can see Kael at her most exuberant (a massive hymn of 
praise to De Palma's Casualties of War) and at her most 
devastating (her famous slam at Dances with Wolves, 
"Costner has feathers in his hair and feathers in his head" ). 




Kael was no elitist. She preferred Steven Spielberg the 
entertainer (E.T. and Indiana Jones and the Temple of Doom 
both got her seal of approval) to Spielberg the uplifting 
Oscar winner (in interviews she more or less yawned at 
Schindler's List). She had a great time at The Re-Animator, 
loved Kurt Russell in Used Cars, and was a fair booster of 
comedians Steve Martin, Bill Murray, and Richard Pryor. 
The harder a film tried to be important, the less Kael liked 
it, and vice versa. 

Many will say "I didn't always agree with Kael, but..." 
That isn't the point. Kael loathed my all-time favorite 
director (Kubrick) and made a sport of savaging some of 
my other favorites (George Romero, Oliver Stone, Blade 
Runner, etc.). She also championed some of my favorites 
(David Lynch, Tim Burton, etc.), but that isn't the point, 
either. You don't read a critic just because he or she mirrors 
your own opinion consistently. You read a critic for the 
same reason that you read any other kind of writer — you 
enjoy how their mind works and how they express what's 
going on in there. I'll gladly take Kael dumping on A 
Clockwork Orange over most of today's bland, four-star- 
system reviewers, who are more like consumer reporters 
than like critics telling you what they think and feel — 
critics who can get you breathlessly eager to see something 
or breathless with laughter at a merciless pan of some 
inflated Hollywood trash. 

Pauline Kael was the grandmaster of that brand of 
criticism. She hadn't written a review in over ten years, but 
I never really heard the silence until today.
